     The regulations revision committee made a 
recommendation to accept the Computed 
Tomography Certification exam administered by the 
Nuclear Medicine Technology Certification Board 
(NMTCB) as a board-approved pathway for CT 
Certification and to amend 201 KAR 46:010 and 201 
KAR 46:050 to reflect the change.  Melanie Marrs 
seconded.  During discussion, it was noted that the 
NMTCB CT exam is a post-primary exam whereby 
CNMT, ARRT(R), ARRT(T), and ARRT(NM) would be 
eligible to take the exam. Requirements for eligibility 
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to take the exam have recently been updated to 
include additional clinical requirements.  
Recommendation passed.  Jaime Warren abstained 
from the vote. 
    The regulations review committee made a 
recommendation to amend 201 KAR 46:035 to reflect 
recent updates to the ASRT’s Practice Standards.  
Jacob Hack seconded.  Recommendation passed.

ARRT: 
The ARRT posted a reminder on their 
website that the CE requirement policy 
was revised.  If an individual earned a 
new credential and their CE biennium 
began after January 1, 2018, earning 
the credential does not count toward 
CE.  The structured education 
completed while working toward the 
credential may help to satisfy the CE 
requirements, but the credential itself 
does not earn CE.
